Letters  coming  in  to  the  Founder  office  from  Merrowvista  campers  and  leaders 
indicate  hearty  approval  of  the  plan  to  put  the  Merrowista  senior  camp  dates 
back  in  the  fore  part  of  the  summer.

The  change  of  dates  will  also  make  it  possible  for  directors  of  the  Foundation 
to  be  present  in  both  camps .  Dad,  Kodaya,  and  Wadjepi  are  all  looking  forward 
to  being  present  in  both  camps  at  Merrowvista  as  well  as  in  both  senior  camps 
at  Miniwanca.  It  is  hoped  that  Minisino,  who  is  now  on  a  world  cruise,  will 
also  be  able  to  renew  his  visits  to  the  Eastern  camps.  This  arrangement  will 
greatly  increase  the  fellowship  and  close  friendly  relationship  that  has  always 
existed  between  the  campers  and  leaders  of  Miniwanca  and  Merrowvista,  and  we  can

striving  to  live  our  lives  according  to  His  Way. 
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FOUNDER  CAMPERS  CARRY  ON  (’)  (?) 
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As  they  arrive  at  Miniwanca  or  Merrowvista,  the  very  first  thing  a  girl  or  fellow 
realizes  is  that  the  camps  have  been  built  for  them.  Personality  is  the  core  of 
the  leadership-training  plan  -  not  courses  of  study,  not  the  machinery  of  organi¬ 
zation,  not  even  the  sponsoring  overhead  and  faculty.  In  every  experience  of  the 
day,  each  stands  on  his  or  her  own  feet  and  is  measured  only  against  the  capacity 
of  the  self.  You,  individually  and  collectively.  Founder- campers,  dominate  the 
equipment  and  program  from  center  to  circumstance.  That  you  may  discover  yourself 
just  as  you  are  and  see  yourself  as  you  may  be  -  might  be  -  such  is  the  purpose 
of  Miniwanca  and  Merrowvista. 


To  this  end,  the  plan  for  development  in  Christian  character  that  has  been  worked 
out  through  the  twenty-three  years  is  a  blending  of  directed  study  and  purposive 
play  in  the  classroom  and  out-of-doors.  Courses  are  taught  by  experienced  lead¬ 
ers  who  are  more  interested  in  helping  each  individual  to  make  good  than  to  pass 
out  certain  subject-matter,  while  athletics,  aquatics,  campfire  activities,  whole¬ 
some  food  and  sound  sleep  are  not  overlooked,  the  inner  searchings  during  the 
daily  quiet  hour,  breakfast  devotions,  and  "Hillside,"  plus  the  Sunday  services, 
revealing  the  possibilities  of  power. 


Who  says  the  Founder-campers  are  carrying  on? 
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"From  my  observation  the  above  statement  regarding  the  philosophy  and  procedure 
at  Camp  Merrowvista  paints  a  true  picture. 

"Most  young  people  returning  from  Merrowvista  tell  what  a  wonderful  experience 
they  have  had.  They  speak  of  this  first  from  a  general  point  of  view;  namely 
the  good,  wholesome,  varied  program  with  congenial  campers  and  inspiring  instruct¬ 
ors.  Their  next  comment  often  refers  to  the  spiritual  contribution  of  the  camp. 
This  usually  emphasizes  some  personal  weakness  rather  than  their  strong  points.

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THE  HEW  WISCONSIN  LOG  CLASS-CABIN 


One  of  the  finest  projects  ever  undertaken  by  a  state  Founder  group  is  that  of 
the  'Wisconsin  campers  and  leaders  who  are  planning  this  Spring  to  erect  an  at¬ 
tractive  log  class-cabin  on  the  ridge  overlooking  the  Pottawotamie  Trail.

A  truck 
load  of  supplies  will  swing  around  the  lake  from  Wisconsin  some  time  within  the 
next  two  weeks  and  it  is  possible  that  some  stones  from  Wisconsin  will  be  in  the 
load  so  that  a  portion  of  the  fireplace  will  be  built  of  Yfisconsin  rock. 

A  sister-in-law  of  Mr.  Ferris,  Mrs.  H.  H.  Ferris  of  Hartford,  Wisconsin,  has  been 
engaged  to  paint  the  Wisconsin  mural  for  the  classhouse.  Mrs.  Ferris  is  an  ex¬ 
perienced  artist  and  has  done  considerable  work  in  this  field. 

The  Wisconsin  Cabin  will  be  dedicated  this  summer  when  the  senior  camps  are  in 
session.  This  is  the  third  log  classhouse  to  be  erected  at  Camp  Miniwanca  since 
the  close  of  last  summer’s  camp.

Pre-Seniors  -  15,  16,  &  17  years  of  age 


PRE-SENIOR 


is  the  name  given  to  the  Founder  camping  units  for  boys  15,  16,  and  17  years  of 
age.  Forty  boys  will  be  accepted  for  the  Pre-Senior  Unit  for  this  coming  summer 
at  Camp  Miniwanca ♦  Thirty-eight  boys  were  enrolled  in  this  unit  in  the  1936  camp. 

Pre-Senior  boys  have  a  wide  range  of  choice  in  the  length  of  time  that  they  are 
privileged  to  camp.  They  may  register  for  four,  six,  eight  or  ten  weeks.  Pre- 
Seniors  who  are  17  years  of  age  are  privileged  to  attend  the  senior  leadership 
training  camp  the  last  two  weeks  of  August  and  they  will  vrant  to  combine  their 
camping  in  the  Pre-Senior  Unit  with  this  Older  Boys’  Leadership  Training  Camp 
period  -  August  16-29. 

The  Pre-Senior  Camp  offers  an  unusually  fine  camping  opportunity  for  boys  of  the 
above  ages.  Four  boys  live  in  a  large  tent  with  a  college  man  leader.  The  Pre- 
Seniors  have  special  practice  in  leadership  of  younger  boys.  Every  day  the  Pre- 
Senior  fellows  referee  and  umpire  group  games  of  the  younger  boy  campers.  This 
is  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Physical  Director  of  the  Junior  Camps. 

Last  summer  the  Pre-Senior  boys  did  a  great  piece  of  work  in  erecting  a  telephone 
line  between  the  Stony  Lake  and  Lake  Michigan  units  of  the  Founder  Camp  at  Mini¬ 
wanca.  They  also  helped  to  build  the  unique  "Four-Way  Lodge"  which  was  erected 
last  summer  in  the  Pre-Senior  Camp.  This  lodge  is  teepee  shaped  with  a  fireplace 
in  the  center  and  four  windows  in  the  sloping  roof.  There  is  a  smoke  hole  at  the 
top  of  the  building  so  that  on  damp  and  rainy  evenings  the  boys  can  hold  their 
council  circle  indoors  around  the  fire.  Among  other  projects  that  the  Pre-Seniors 
will  tackle  this  summer  is  that  of  building  an  Adirondack  overnight  shack  on  one 
of  the  high  dunes  in  the  camp. 

All  campers  and  leaders  are  urged  to  have  a  part  in  selecting  the  campers  who  will 
comprise  the  Pre-Senior  Camp  for  the  coming  summer.  Send  in  at  once  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  boys  you  want  to  recommend  and  we  will  contact  them  directly 
and  see  that  literature  is  sent  them  and  their  parents.  Be  sure  to  attend  to 
this  before  it  escapes  your  notice.
